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Campaigners still fighting to save 47 bus 


STUDENTS are not the only ones to be affected 
by the potential withdrawal of the threatened 47 
bus service and many working people could lose 
their jobs as a consequence, campaigners fighting 
to save the service said this week. 

A daytime service registered by Damory will run from 
the end of June, but campaigners are concerned that the

peak-time service - which is still under discussion - 
will only run during term time to cater for students. 

Commuters who use the 47, which connects Bridport 
with Yeovil and Crewkerne, have expressed concern 
that the peak-time service is only being seen as impor¬ 
tant to students and have reinforced their warning that 
jobs could be at risk. 

Andy Pennington, who presented a petition contain¬ 
ing 2,600 signatures to Dorset County Council last 
month in an effort to save the service, has travelled to 
work in Yeovil on the 47 bus for over seven years. 

He said: “I am unable to drive for health reasons so 
public transport is the only option for me - there are no 
viable alternatives. 

“A mere fraction of the money that Dorset county 
councillors claim in taxpayers’ money for allowances 
and expenses would safeguard both my and my fellow 
passengers’jobs, and benefit those without jobs looking 
for work too.” 

Ignacio Gomez, another regular peak-time user of the 
service, said all others options for his daily commute 
to work in Crewkerne would double the journey length 


and would be unaffordable in any case. 

He said: “If I take the bus to Axminster and then the 
train, my fare will be £5, plus £6.80. It will take me one 
hour and 40 minutes, and I would have to walk or cycle 
the rest of the way and still be about 40 minutes late at 
the office. 

“Bus services need to exist the same as NHS services 
do - that means for public use.” 

Dorset County Councillor for Bridport Ros Kayes, 
who has been leading the campaign and is a member of 
the council’s working group set up to assess options for 
the service, said a full peak-time service to give Brid¬ 
port residents the opportunity to work in Yeovil was 
“essential”. 

She said: “Yeovil has a number of industries, espe¬ 
cially engineering and public sector services, which 
offer employment opportunities that are not available 
in Bridport. 

“I am really glad the daytime service has now been 
registered and that this will be continuing after the end 
of June. But the whole of the peak-time service during 
term time is essential. 

“Negotiations still continue on this service but I am 
calling on the county council to get real about this and

Councillor Ackerman (left), who was 
elected Deputy Mayor earlier in the 
week, was presented with the President's 
Award from Brigadier Richard Toomey 
CBE in Exeter and said he was "hon- 
oured"to be recognised by the regiment. 

The Devon and Dorset Regiment has 
had a long association with Bridport and 
in 1967 was granted the freedom of the 
town. 

In 2007 the Devon and Dorset regi¬ 
ments were amalgamated, along with 
three others, into the Rifles Regiment, 
which will be marching through the 
town as part of a major civic service and 
parade next month. 

Councillor Ackerman said the event 
promised to be a "marvelous" occasion 
for Bridport. 
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to support the peak-time service both for students and 
commuters. How on earth are people going to get to 
work for the 16 weeks of the year that this involves?” 

A spokesperson for Dorset County Council confirmed 
that discussions were ongoing and that no decisions had 
yet been made. 

She added: “The 47 is due to end on June 28th and no 
replacement service has been agreed.” 
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JANE Burt owns The Happy Cupcake Company, 
based in Lyme Regis, with her husband Chris, and 
has just opened a second premises in the town - 
The Blue Sea Cafe on the seafront.

When we opened the shop on Broad Street we felt it 
was better to focus our energy into that to get it estab¬ 
lished and now we also sell a much wider range of 
items, which include ceramics such as Jersey Pottery, 
beautiful homeware and the odd piece of vintage fur¬ 
niture. 

■ WHAT did you do before this? 

I am a Bachelor of Laws and before I had my own busi¬ 
ness I was a local government officer working in the 
legal department at Somerset County Hall in Taunton. I 
enjoyed my job but I much prefer being my own boss 
and working with my husband. 

■ WHAT will your new seafront cafe be offering? 

The new seafront cafe will be called The Blue Sea Cafe 
and will be showcasing my homemade cakes and 
scones, as well as savouries like quiche. We have chosen 
to stock Purbeck ice cream, as this is fabulous quality 
and will use this in our sundaes also. In the summer hol¬ 


idays we are planning to offer a pudding club in the 
evenings to give people the opportunity to try my 
homemade puddings whilst enjoying the magnificent 
location. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about the job? 

I love the compliments I get about my cakes. It's lovely 
that we already have regular customers at the cafe and 
people even coming back a second time in one day be¬ 
cause they enjoyed their cake in the morning so they 
come back for my freshly baked scones in the after¬ 
noon. 

■ WHAT'S your favourite type of cake to bake? 

This would be cherry 
and marzipan cake be¬ 
cause it is my hus¬ 
band's favourite and so 
I enjoy making it for 
him. It is a lovely high 
cherry cake with a 
layer of marzipan 
through the middle 
like a simnel cake. 

■ WHAT are your 
other personal inter¬ 
ests? 

Going on holiday and 
travelling. I love tour¬ 
ing around France, al¬ 
though because we 
can't really holiday in 
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the summer any more we haven't been able to do this 
as often lately. I also love going out for meals and when 
I am on holiday and I'm a keen photographer. We went 
to Barcelona last April and I got some really great shots 
there. 

■ WHAT do you like about the local area? 

I was brought up in a big city so, living here, I love the 
sense of space and the quiet. I have seen dolphins 
swimming in the sea and I can sit up in bed and look at 
the ocean. What more could you want? 

■ WHAT do you think it's missing? 

Personally for me, I think it's missing a proper sports 
complex. Please could I have one? 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

Easy! Buy all my children houses and a holiday home in 
the south of France for us, and a big donation to some 
well-deserving charities of course.

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Parking campaigners claim 
victory for "people power" 


CAMPAIGNERS who fought to prevent on-street park¬ 
ing charges being introduced in Bridport have claimed 
a victory for "people power", following Dorset County 
Council's decision to look again at the policy. 

A panel set up by the county council to examine the 
issue decided to review the proposed policy, after 
strong opposition to the proposals from Bridport coun¬ 
cillors and market traders. 

And now a new set of criteria will be used to consider 
whether on-street parking is right for an area, on a case- 
by-case basis. 

Roy Gregory, chairman of the Market Traders' Forum, 
said: "Bridport market traders started the campaign 
against on-street parking meters with an online peti¬ 
tion collecting over 6,000 signatures. 

"As a group we are very happy that the hard work of 
the community and various organisations has stopped 
a proposal that would have damaged the market, 
which attracts many visitors to the area." 

Following the decision, paying for parking on the

street will now only be used in communities where 
there is a clearly defined problem, such as traffic con¬ 
gestion or limited available parking. 

And Dorset County councillor for Bridport, Ros Kayes, 
who helped design the petition and parking survey last 
year, said she was confident that the new rules would 
prevent on-street parking from being implemented in 
the town. 

She said: "I am 99 per cent sure that the criteria we 
have set for on-street charges will protect Bridport from 
such a scheme being implemented, and that is partly 
down to the hard work of the town council. 

"Essentially the main determiner now of whether a 
scheme can be considered necessary is if there is con¬ 
tinued congestion in the town." 

A consultation with county council highways engi¬ 


neers in 2010-11 resulted in changes to traffic light se¬ 
quences and the removal of a zebra crossing to ease 
congestion. 

And the council's evidence now shows that Bridport 
gets badly congested for just 15 minutes a day. 

Councillor Kayes added: "As the county council's own 
evidence shows that there is no problem, parking 
charges do not need to be introduced as a solution - 
although we also argued quite strongly that in a market 
town like Bridport such a solution would have been 
nonsense anyway. 

"I would like to thank the hundreds of people who 
took part in the survey. On the basis of that survey I was 
able to present a robust, quantitative report to the 
county council which flatly contradicted the evidence 
they had brought forward and proved that the econ¬ 
omy of Bridport would suffer. 

"It is a great result achieved through the teamwork for 
which this community is known and of which it should 
be proud." 


Mayor vows to see town 'at its best' 


MAYOR of Bridport Councillor Maggie 
Ray has vowed to see “Bridport at its 
best” over the next 12 months, after she 
was returned as mayor for a second suc¬ 
cessive year. 

Councillor Ray accepted the office of 
mayor at an official ceremony on Thurs¬ 
day evening (May 15th), where she said 
she looked forward to representing the 
town council at events throughout the year 


in an effort to “showcase” Bridport to vis¬ 
itors. 

In her acceptance speech, Councillor 
Ray said: “I look forward to again repre¬ 
senting the town council at civic and cer¬ 
emonial events throughout the region and 
showcasing our wonderful town to visit¬ 
ing civic dignitaries, as well as visiting 
other towns to see what they are doing 
well, and bringing back best practice to 


our own town. I particularly look forward 
to welcoming the Rifles Regiment when 
they exercise their right to undertake a 
Freedom March in the town on June 22nd. 
This will be a very special day and a great 
honour for the town.” 

Councillor Ray also paid tribute to the 
work of Bridport’s younger citizens and 
their contributions to the community over 
the last year, and again named the Brid¬ 
port Young Persons’ Action Trust and the 
Bridport Young Performers’ Scholarship 
as her chosen charities. 

She said: “In my acceptance speech last 
year I said that I would particularly like to 
highlight the work of the young people in 
the town. 

“I very much hope to continue that work 
in the coming year, developing the youth 
council, building on our good links with 
the Sir John Colfox School and support¬ 
ing the youth exchange visits with Sre¬ 
brenica.

“But the town council will continue to 
ensure that the voice of the area is heard 
by consulting on important local issues 
and through responding to consultations 
on regional and national issues.”

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EU elections not an 'in or out'vote

Cash boost for cohousing project 


AN INNOVATIVE affordable housing scheme planned 
for Bridport has received a significant cash boost from 
West Dorset District Council, weeks before a planning 
application for the cohousing complex is submitted. 

The Bridport Cohousing Community Land Trust is 
looking to build a sustainable cohousing neighbourhood 
for local people on land near Bridport Hospital, and will 
submit a planning application at the end of June. 

But the group has received a cash injection from West 
Dorset District Council worth almost £20,000 to help 
fund architect fees and other planning costs. 

In addition, the group received a £46,500 grant from 
the Homes and Communities Agency in December, on 
top of £10,000 already raised by its members. 

Two further public consultation events will be held this 
week, before the group submits the official application 
next month. 

Monica King, co-ordinator of the residents’ group steer¬ 
ing the scheme, said: “We appreciate the feedback we 
have received from our extensive earlier public consul¬ 
tations with local people. 

“We have had lots of valuable guidance and help from 
our MP and district, town and parish councillors, from 
planners and members of the public. 

“And the grant we received from the Homes and Com¬ 
munities Agency’s Community-Led Development Lund 
has gone a long way towards making this application 
possible.” 

Bridport Cohousing is aiming to create an affordable 
cohousing neighbourhood with 32 homes, ranging from 
one-bed apartments to four-bed family homes. 

The complex could also include a common house for 
residents and other shared facilities, as well as a market 
garden and play area for use by the wider community. 

Lollowing discussions with residents at previous con¬ 
sultation events, the group has made a number of modi¬ 
fications to the scheme, including a redesign of the 
buildings, plans for a new access road and drainage sys¬ 


tem, as well as provision to limit car use and plant addi¬ 
tional trees. 

The group has also developed a local lettings policy, 
which gives first priority for allocations to local people. 

Monica King added: “Leedback has made it clear that 
the main concern in Bridport is the provision of homes 
for local people at a price that local people can afford to 
pay. 

“As part of the public consultation the group will be 
conducting a survey to clarify the affordability of the 
homes they are planning, and will be inviting interested 
local people to take part.” 

Councillor Robert Gould, Leader of West Dorset Dis¬ 


trict Council, said: “This is an exciting project and shows 
what people can achieve by joining together. 

“It sounds like it will be an amazing place to live and I 
am very glad we have been able to support it. 

“It will be a leading national example of cohousing - 
an innovative way of living where people have their own 
homes but also share some facilities.” 

Anyone interested in the project is invited to the con¬ 
sultation events, which take place at the Cherry Tree 
Communal Room off Hospital Lane on Lriday (May 
23rd) between 6.30pm and 8pm, and next to the Tourist 
Information Centre on Saturday (May 24th) between 
10am and 3pm.

Police issue warning after air gun reports 


POLICE have issued an ur¬ 
gent warning to residents 
in the Bridport area about 
the misuse of air weapons, 
after a cat was shot using a 
pellet gun last week. 

The cat, which belonged 
to a Beaminster resident, 
was wounded after being 


struck by the projectile, 
and an unconfirmed re¬ 
port of seagulls being tar¬ 
geted in North Allington 
has triggered a response 
from police. 

PC Scott McGregor, from 
the Bridport Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team, said: "Air 


weapons, like all weapons, 
have very age-specific con¬ 
ditions to protect the pub¬ 
lic at large. 

"My concerns are that if 
individuals are prepared to 
use an air weapon similar 
to this and commit crime, 
you have to be aware of 
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the possible danger you 
and anyone associated 
with it may face. 

"Owners need to ensure 
control and exercise re¬ 
sponsibility by those who 
use them and by individu¬ 
als wishing to lawfully pos¬ 
sess them." 

An unconfirmed report of 
seagulls being shot and in¬ 
jured in North Allington 
was raised following the 
previous incident, and po¬ 
lice have reinforced their 
message with regard to 
treatment of gulls. 

The birds are protected 
under the Wildlife and 
Countryside Act 1981, 
which makes it illegal to in¬ 
tentionally injure a bird, de¬ 
stroy a nest or disturb their 
young. 

PC McGregor added: "It is 
an offence to be 17 or 
under and to be anywhere 
in possession of an air 
weapon or ammunition if 
you are unaccompanied by 
a responsible adult over 
21-years-old. 

"BB guns and other air 
weapons may be mistaken 
as genuine or real weapons 
if they are seen and used in 
public. 

"Any calls received by po¬ 
lice regarding suspected 
activity of this type will be 
taken very seriously. 

"If you are the owner of 
an air weapon you have a 
duty to ensure that the use 
of them is controlled and 
that they do not get mis¬ 
used."

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Scammers hit Citizens Advice 
days after campaign launch 


STAFF at Bridport’s Citizen Advice Bureau 
have become victims of an online scam - 
just days after launching an awareness cam¬ 
paign to warn others of the threat. 

An email was sent to the organisation 


claiming to enclose an invoice, but the com¬ 
puter was quickly locked down and a cash 
sum demanded to unlock the screen. 

Last week, Citizens Advice kicked off their 
scam awareness month to highlight the risk 


associated with various forms of scam. 

But staff were themselves the first to be hit 
by an email scam and have now reinforced 
their warnings. 

Shaun Powell, Project Officer at the Brid- 
port branch, said: “Ironically, in the last cou¬ 
ple of weeks Bridport CAB was itself the 
unfortunate victim of an online email scam. 

“The CAB opened an email which pur¬ 
ported to enclose an invoice and, when 
opened, the effect was to lock down the files 
on the computer. 

“The screen then contained a message de¬ 
manding the sum of £500 to unlock the com¬ 
puter. 

“Clearly we did not give in to this black¬ 
mail as there is no guarantee that the com¬ 
puter would have been unblocked and 
thankfully this only affected one computer, 
which we were able to isolate and success¬ 
fully remove the malware. 

“There are many similar versions of this 
online scam so we urge everyone to think 
carefully before they open any emails which 
contain a file attachment.” 

For the second week of scam awareness 
month, the Citizens Advice Bureau is turn¬ 
ing its attention to mail scams, and is encour¬ 
aging residents to protect themselves against 
lottery fraud.

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Country's oldest businesses get together 


WHILST Bridport went about its 
business on Monday, a quite 
unique group of people were gath¬ 
ering at The Avenue restaurant in 
West Street. There weren’t many, 
in fact just 27, all members of 
Britain’s oldest family owned busi¬ 
nesses. 

The Tercentenarian Club is an 
exclusive club, not so much by 
choice, but by history, for all the 
companies represented have been 
trading for over 300 years, and 
were meeting for their annual get 
together to discuss their prospects 
at lasting another tercentennial. 

This year it was hosted by R J 
Balson and Son of West Allington 
who were invited to join two years 
ago. 

Although actually the oldest fam¬ 
ily business in Britain - they cele¬ 
brate their 500th anniversary next 
year - the official list names 
Whitechapel Bells, who were in 
business in 1420, but have only 
been in the current family since 
1570. 

Besides current owner Richard 
Balson, who has worked in the 
business for 40 years under his fa¬ 
ther Don before taking over 20 
years ago, was his 88-year old 
mother Joan, his son and heir Billy, 
his wife Allison and sister Jane, 
whose husband Rudi later gave a 
sausage making demonstration. 

The eclectic group of businesses 
ranged from undertakers to wine 
merchants, a hat maker to boat

builder and a cotton mill owner 
who had turned from manufactur¬ 
ing to converting the premises to a 
business park following the de¬ 
cline for fabric manufacture in the 
UK, and each family gave a brief 
presentation on their how their 
businesses are faring before lunch. 

Richard Balson reported a superb 
year, particularly on the back of the 
television programme Hidden His¬ 
tories which featured the busi¬ 
nesses earlier in the year. 

Later in the week he was meeting 
with renowned chef Brian Turner 
from Taste of the West about a pro¬ 
gramme that was likely to feature 
his brother-in-law Rudi and French 
cooking. 

Many mentioned the advantage 
from publicity that they received 
because of their “oldest business”. 

Alan Hughes of The Whitechapel 
Bell Foundry reported a change in 
their status over the years as bell 
making declined, by diversifying 
and that factory tours were now a 
significant profit maker. 

He also mentioned that over the 
last couple of years, and not only 
in this country, a number of com¬ 
panies outside of the Tercentenari- 
ans were increasingly advertising 
themselves on the basis of their 
history and the fact they are family 
owned and run as a means of at¬ 
tracting new business. 


Mark Brooke of John Brooke & 
Sons in Huddersfield is another 
company that has changed radi¬ 
cally from the days of making uni¬ 
forms for the First and Second 
World Wars to an office park heav¬ 
ily involved in television and film 
making. 

Gone are the looms to be re¬ 
placed by a complex making tele¬ 
vision programmes such as Happy 
Valley, currently being shown on 
BBC1 where Mark’s own office 
was taken over to be turned into 
the office of the factory owner. 

With Richard’s mother Joan pres¬ 
ent, many spoke of the influence of 
their own mothers in making a suc¬ 
cessful family business; not always 
involved on a day to day basis, but 
holding the family together. 

After lunch at The Avenue, the 
members visited Balson’s shop 
where Rudi helped them try their 
hand at sausage making. 

Everyone commented on what a 
lovely town Bridport was, with a 
great range of independent busi¬ 
nesses, and what a lovely area to 
live in. 

The list of businesses represented 
were: R J Balson & Son (butch¬ 
ers), C Hoare & Co (bankers), The 
Whitechapel Bell Foundry (bell 
foundry), Berry Bros. And Rudd 
(wine and spirit mechants), John 
Brooke & Sons (former cotton mill

HUNDREDS of thousands of people from all 
over the country and abroad are following the 
lives of a pair of bam owls and their chicks 
on a Weymouth webcam. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT) say public re¬ 
sponse to the return of its much loved 24-hour 
barn owl webcam following Bob and Brenda 
as they rear their young at the Lorton Mead¬ 
ows nature reserve has been “fantastic”. 

DWT added that 2013 saw the worst breed¬ 
ing season for the barn owl for more than 30 
years. 

It was once a common countryside sight, 
but the bam owl has suffered from unusual 
weather patterns over the last four years and 
there may now be fewer than 1,000 breeding 
pairs in England. 

The webcam was first installed in 2010 by 
Wildlife Windows and has since provided 
hours of entertainment into homes across the 
UK and the world from breeding pairs of bam 


owls, kestrels and tawny owls. 

This year two bam owls have returned to the 
nest box and several chicks have been seen to 
hatch. 

DWT community conservation officer Sam 
Dallimore said: “We are delighted to be once 
again following the progress of the bam owls 
as they look after their young. 

“On a quiet evening it is possible to see the 
bam owls soaring over the reserve in search 
of food such as voles, mice and other small 
prey to feed their chicks. 

“There will be plenty of time to catch all the 
action on the webcam, as the chicks won’t 
leave the nest until they have all their 
plumage and are at least eight weeks old. 

“The nest box is occupied for about ten 
months of the year as, after the chicks have 
left, the male returns throughout the winter to 
roost which will be shown live on-screen in 
the Lorton Meadows Conservation Centre.” 


The webcam has had a fantastic response on 
DWT’s Twitter and Facebook pages where 
followers nationally and internationally have 
been posting photos and discussing this fas¬ 
cinating wildlife spectacle. 

Jane Doggett from New Hampshire, USA 
posted on to Facebook: “My ten-year-old 
granddaughter found your live webcam on 
the bam owl last night. She is researching 
the bam owl for a school project, so we were 
so excited to be inside the box with the 
mother, the father, one baby and four more 
eggs. We live in sunny Rumney, New Hamp¬ 
shire and we are live with the owls. Sooo ex¬ 
citing!”

Operation sees rise in positive police outcomes 


AN operation designed to im¬ 
prove Dorset Police's service to 
crime victims has seen a rise in 
positive outcomes. 

Operation Advance was 
launched in response to the Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner's 
police and crime plan. Its aim is 
to increase positive outcomes 
for victims of crime to one in 
three by 2017. 

A positive outcome includes a 
charge, caution, fixed penalty 
notice, warning, community 


resolution and restorative jus¬ 
tice. 

Dorset's positive outcome 
rate has increased by 5.3 per 
cent since October 2012 and 
stood at 26.8 per cent in March 
2014. 

Operation Advance includes a 
range of measures designed to: 

• Continue to reduce crime 

• Target prolific offenders 

• Dedicated teams of officers 
to target prolific offenders and 
volume crime 


• Resolve crime in line with 
victims' expectations 

• Improve satisfaction, our 
communication with victims 
and ensuring they are kept up¬ 
dated at key stages throughout 
their case via the Victims' Bu¬ 
reau 

• Streamline how offenders 
are brought to justice, by re¬ 
ducing bureaucracy 

• Improve 'positive outcome' 
detection rates and the propor¬ 
tion of offenders brought to 


justice. 

As a result of Operation Ad¬ 
vance, 183 suspects have been 
charged with dwelling burglary 
in the last 12 months. Many 
others have been sentenced to 
prison terms and supported 
with rehabilitation. 

And out of 1,789 volume 
crime investigations carried out 
over the last 10 months, offi¬ 
cers and staff have achieved a 
positive outcome in 75 per cent 
of all cases.

SAM LEE'S GYPSY HEART 


SAM Lee is one of Britain's finest singers and the 
most cogent force of his generation in British folk 
music; an heir to the great revival during the 
1950s and 60s led by Martin Carthy and the Wa- 
tersons, and Fairport Convention in their wake. 
Lee brings contemporary folk music back to 
whence much of it came: Roma, Gypsies and 
Scottish and Irish Travellers, who have passed 
these songs from generation to generation, over 
centuries. He scours Britain for those whom 
many avoid or despise - travellers in camps or 
housed - to learn their lore and songs. And a first 
collection makes up his debut album: Ground of 
Its Own, nominated for a Mercury award last 
year. 

Special adviser to Lee is Joe Boyd; the alchemist 
of modern English folk, the man who, apart from 
producing Bob Dylan's first electric set at New¬ 
port, discovered and brought forth Fairport Con¬ 
vention, Sandy Denny and Richard Thompson, 
Syd Barrett, the Incredible String Band, Nick 
Drake and others. 

"Two things stopped me dead in my tracks 
when I heard him," says Boyd, "one is that he's 
learned something very important about howto 
sing a song. Sam didn't learn from people who 
had learned from other people. If you go around 
Gypsy camps to learn from the originals, it makes 
for a totally different way of singing. 

"The second important thing, if not the most 
important, is rhythm. There was a time when 
most folk revivalists moved away from unaccom¬ 
panied ballad singing.The Watersons had raised 
the bar and the way to manage was to play folk 


music with a guitar, which for most people 
brought you rhythmically into a ubiquitous kind 
of mid-Atlantic country-blues thing. To avoid it, 
you had to play like Martin Carthy or Richard 
Thompson, who rooted what they did in dance 
rhythms, but for most it's that plodding guitar, 
and singing to match. 

"Sam has leapt forward and over all that. He 
sings these rhythms that are abstract, but to the 
extent they're rooted in anything, they're rooted 
in the unaccompanied ballad. His voice floats in 


the way the unaccompanied singers float, rhyth¬ 
mically. Then he brings these wonderful colours 
to the rhythm." 

But, Boyd adds: "All this of course is secondary 
to talent. He has this extraordinary talent, energy, 
charisma and musicality."

Interior designers often seem to 
have a built-in instinct for what goes 
with what, and it's true, relying on your 
instincts and playing around is one of 
the best ways of learning.

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Wall to wall advice 


Wallpaper as a concept may 
have come back into fashion - 
but that doesn't mean every de¬ 
sign of it is. So if your home is a 
nightmare of swirly, flowery or 
textured wallpaper (unless that's 
your taste, of course), what can 
you do about it? 

Painting over the wallpaper is 
the easiest option, and using a 
basecoat emulsion - Crown 
Paints does a good one - will 
make it easier still. Basecoats 
are designed to cover patterns 
and strong colours in fewer 
coats than it would take with 
standard emulsion, saving you 
time and effort. 

The problem with painting over 
wallpaper, especially if it's been 
up for years, is that it will even¬ 
tually start to come away from 
the wall, often at the seams. If it 
has already begun to do this, 
you can remove the affected 
sections of wallpaper with a 
craft knife and cover the miss¬ 
ing bits with filler - although this 
isn't a great long-term solution. 
You can also simply paint tex¬ 
tured wallpaper, but this only 
works if you like the texture. 
Textured wallpaper was often 
used in the past to cover up 
less-than-perfect walls, so if 
you do decide to get rid of it, be 
prepared to do some replaster¬ 
ing (especially as plaster can 
come away with the wallpaper 
when you strip it off). 

If you can't face the cost and 
mess of replastering, filler (or, in 
the worst cases, plaster repair 
and skim products) can work 
wonders, but this filling and 
then sanding can be very time- 
consuming and will only go so 
far. 

Some walls are beyond repair, 
unless you line or replaster 
them, and even then you often 
have to fill and sand, especially 




if the plasterer before you has 
been a bit sloppy. 

Newly plastered walls and ceil¬ 
ings can develop hairline cracks, 
especially over lath and plaster 
or if the plaster is 'force' dried 
with heat, in which case lining 
paper or wallpaper will hold in 
the cracks. Alternatively, Poly¬ 
cell Flexible Gap Polyfilla (£2.89, 
amazon.co.uk) is the best filler 
I've found to keep hairlines 
cracks looking at their best. 

If you opt for lining paper, 
paste-the-wall 
ones are the 
easiest to use, 
as you simply 
apply wallpa¬ 
per paste to 
the wall with a 
brush or roller 
and then hang 
the paper. You 
don't have to 
wait for the 
paste to soak 


into the paper and you don't 
have to grapple with soggy 
lengths of paper. 

While replastering gives a better 
finish, thick lining paper can be 
used to improve the appear¬ 
ance of lumpy walls - that said, 
the lumps and bumps will still 
be noticeable if light falls across 
them (lamps are one of the 
worst offenders). 

Blown plaster (plaster that's 
spongy and moves slightly 
when pressed on) can also be 
held in place with lining paper, 
as long as you don't put any 
weight, such as tiles, shelves, or 
coat hooks, on it. 

If your walls have seen better 
days in terms of smoothness, 
the best way to enhance un¬ 
even walls is to use a chalky or 
flat-matt emulsion. Paint with 
any kind of sheen, such as silk 
emulsion, will emphasise the 
flaws, so avoid it at all costs.

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192mph Audi A3 Clubsport Quattro Concept 



THE Audi S3 Saloon surrenders to the 
Worthersee treatment this month, swap¬ 
ping its already potent 300PS output for a 
mighty 525PS and metamorphosing into 
the A3 clubsport quattro concept for the 
annual meeting of fans of the Volkswagen 
Group brands in Reifnitz, Germany (May 
28-31). 

Adding 600Nm of torque to the mix cour¬ 
tesy of a 2.5-litre, five-cylinder TFSI engine 
which replaces the S3 Saloon's four-cylin- 
derTFSI, the A3 clubsport quattro concept 
will be the Audi star of a show that will also 
include the 420PS Audi TT quattro sport 
concept and a host of other Audi models. 

"The Audi A3 clubsport quattro concept 


shows our car and tuning fans at the 
Worthersee just how much sporty poten¬ 
tial there is in the A3 family and in our top- 
of-the-line engines such as the 2.5 TFSI. We 
have pushed the limits in every respect 
with this show car: power, dynamics, 
sound, design,"says Prof. Dr. Ulrich Hacken- 
berg, Member of the Board of Manage¬ 
ment for Technical Development. 

The powerful five-cylinder TFSI engine is 
already available in the first ever SUV to 
wear the renowned RS badge - the RS Q3. 
The turbocharged engine with direct injec¬ 
tion boasts an impressive CV- since 2010, 
it has been voted "International Engine of 
the Year" in its category four times in suc¬ 


cession. 

192mph potential 

In the show car, the 2,480 cc five-cylinder 
unit has a specific output of 211 PS per 
litre, and combined with a kerb weight of 
1,527kg the power-to-weight ratio of the 
concept stands at an impressive 343.8PS 
per ton. The 600 Nm (442.5 Ib/ft) torque 
peak is available between 2,300 and 6,000 
rpm, pushing the A3 clubsport quattro 
concept from 0 to 62 mph in 3.6 seconds 
on the way to a top speed of 192 mph. Ex¬ 
tensive modifications make this extreme 
performance possible. These include a 
large turbocharger with up to 1.5 bar of rel¬ 
ative boost pressure and a modified inter¬ 
cooler. 

The basic concept behind the five-cylin¬ 
der already makes it a special engine. The 
1 -2-4-5-3 ignition sequence gives it its own 
unique rhythm, which in the A3 clubsport 
quattro concept is reinforced by an intake 
and exhaust system designed for maxi¬ 
mum throughput. The characteristic sound 
of this TFSI engine is a throaty snarl. In ad¬ 
dition to its distinctive sound and technol¬ 
ogy, the 2.5 TFSI also looks stunning set 
beneath its carbon fibre-reinforced poly¬ 
mer (CFRP) bonnet. 

The Audi A3 clubsport quattro concept 
features a seven-speed S tronic transmis¬ 
sion with a compact three-shaft layout. Its 
tall seventh gear reduces fuel consump¬ 
tion, and the final gear ratio has been mod¬ 
ified accordingly. The driver can allow the 


dual-clutch transmission to work fully au¬ 
tomatically in modes D and S or choose to 
change gears manually using the paddles 
on the steering wheel or the shift lever. A 
launch control function manages starts 
with maximum power and controlled 
wheel slip. 

The heart of the quattro all-wheel drive 
system is a hydraulically activated, multi¬ 
plate clutch on the rear axle that has been 
specially designed for the high torque of 
the powerful five-cylinder. Like the engine 
management system, its electronic con¬ 
troller is integrated into the Audi drive se¬ 
lect driving dynamics system for the best 
configurable dynamics in any situation re¬ 
quired by the driver. 


The clutch can direct a portion of the 
torque from the front to the rear axle if the 
driver turns sharply into a corner. Its ad¬ 
vanced chassis enables the Audi A3 club¬ 
sport quattro concept to deliver its 
tremendous power to the tarmac with im¬ 
pressive control and composure. 

Aluminium components in the front 
MacPherson suspension reduce the weight 
of the unsprung masses. The four- link rear 
suspension can process the longitudinal 
and transverse forces separately. The steer¬ 
ing rack of the progressive steering system 
is designed so that the steering ratio be¬ 
comes more direct with increasing steering 
input. In addition, steering boost decreases 
as speed increases.
